THK DUKKOF MANCHESTER'S WOKR 


The 
JOURNAL on 
yesterday men- 


tioned the Doke of Manchester and 
his work 
in 
New 
York regard- 


ing the future relations of Great 
Britain and the United States. Com- 
mercial relations are not the only re- 
lations desired by Great Britain and 
the present administration. There is 
power that is sought in connection 
with commercB. The object is power 
to sustain the commercial side of the 
desire there is 
manifested 
in the 


alliance that is sought between the 
nations, as will be seen from the fol- 
lowing extract, taken from the Exam- 
iner, and which wus published as the 
language of the Duke: 


"On the other hand, America's beet 


customer is easily England, and she 
could no more afford to quarrel with 
England than England with her. For 
the moat powerful nation nowadays 
is the nation that has the most money. 
JtSnt, think what we could do together. 
Think of the two great Anglo-Saxons, 
speaking the Bame language, blood of 
one bloocJ, bone of one bone; the two 
greatest commercial nations the world 
has probably ever seen; the nations 
which trade more with one another; 
the peoples who for the last few years, 
I am glad to say, bare been getting 
closer and closer to each other—think 
of them, hand to band, joined together 
in the closest bonds of mutual esteem 
and mutual advantage. Wbat could 
they not do?" 


It may well be asked, "What could 


they not do?" Therein is the matter 
that needs consideration 
from our 


thoughtful aud conservative people. 
Power is that which is desired, under 
the cover of commerce. A combina- 
tion composed of Germany, England 
und tne United Stutes could do as the 
moving spirit of the combine might 
determine. 


The United States is moving rapidly 


from tho Hues marked by t'>e founders 
ot the government. A foreign alliance 
is proposed aud will be an acoorrj- 
pliahed fact in the near future, pro- 
vided the people will 
sustain the 


departure from the ancient landmarks 
of the republic, and when we have 
departed from these laud marks, free- 
dom in America wiU be remembered 
as B condition that has beeu upon the 
earth for the protection of the weak 
and the down-trodiien of all nations. 


Why should this desired power upon 


which the Duke loves to dwell come 
into a commercial arrangement? Com- 
merce should carry an olive branch 
aud peace should be the motto in- 
scribed upon its banner wherever it 
goes. The people of the earth should 
bo in a position to hail its ensign as a 
harbinger of peace and good will, and 
they should feel that their personal 
rights and the liberty to enjoy them is 
secure to them and to all men. 


The alliance of these powers will be 


a threat against the world. An Anglo- 
Saxon alliance about which we have 
been informed may be a possibility in 
the near future, and it is in order, 
providing the American people will 
forget and destroy the 
underlying 


principles there are in the American 
system of government. 


An alliance includes antagonism to 


France and to Bnssia, the powers 
which have sympathized with ne when 
we were in trouble. It also means 
opposition to the Latin portion, end, 
in :rntb, to all of the other branches 
of the race. 


It is intended to overawe all the na- 


tions whico will not be permitted by 
them, and as a result an alliance will 
be 'ormed by them in defence to the 
ambition 
ot 
these 
three 
Saxon 


powers, and in time will come the most 
bloody war the earth has witnessed. 


Money, says the Duke, is the power 


that gives strength, t-.nd the nations 
that bave the moat money are the most 
powerful, which is the power the JOUK- 
HAL has been presenting to its readers 
as the power that is seeking to rale the 
earth, which it intenls to do if it is 
possible. 


Tbe money power tbat the Duke is 


pleased to term the greatest power in 
a nation ia the power that will crush 
liberty from the face of the earth and 
mankind will become its slaves.

rebellion, but as things are the money 
power will wipe these friendships from 
the record of independence and the 
history of the Civil war.
